Will Succeed Rev. Hayden H. Allen, 


Who W as Transferred to First 


Church at Washington. 


C H A N G E C A M E A S A S U R P R IS E 


Dr. F. A. Steele, Formerly of W ash­ 


ington, is Appointed District 


Superintendent. 


There was much surprise among 
the members of the Methodist church 
this morning when it became known 
that Rev. Hay den H. Allen, who has 
been pastor of the church here for the 
past five y ears,* had been transferred 
to the Vincennes district and assigned 
to the First church at Washington by 
the conference which adjourned at 
Evansville Monday afternoon. 
Rev. 
C. ,JE. Asbury , the retiring district 
superintendent of the Vincennes dis­ 
trict, was appointed pastor of the 
Sey mour church, and Dr. F. A. Steele, 
the present pastor of the Washington 
church was made district superin­ 
tendent of the Sey mour district to 
succeed Dr. M. R. Hy de who resigned 
to accept an appointment at Greens- 
burg. 
The members of the church here had 
asked that Rev, Mr. Allen he returned 
and it was believed that their req uest 
would 
be 
granted, 
and 
doubtless 
would have been had it not been for 
the 
resignation 
and 
transfer 
of 
several of the district superintend­ 
ents and pastors of important charges 
throughout the conference. 
It was 
not known until Sunday that Dr. M. B. 
Hy de, who has been dstrict superin­ 
tendent of the Sey mour district for 
five y ears, had filed his resignation. 
He was appointed for a term of six 
y ears and it was supposed that he 
would serve his last y ear. 
When the 
various changes came before the ap ­ 
pointment committee, however, it was 
found necessary to transfer several 
of the ministers, and as Rev. Mr. Allen 
had been here for five y ears, he was 
one of the pastors who was moved to 
another charge. 
While Rev. Mr. Allen has been pas­ 
tor of the M. K. church in Sey mour it 
has grown in membership and has 
been prosperous. 
Many permanent 
improvements have been made, 
all of 
which have been entirely paid for and 
the clmreh i> now tree from any in­ 
debtedness whatever. 
The members 
of the church contributed a larger 
amount of money lor missions and be­ 
nevolences the past y ear than ever be­ 
fore, and the report tiled at the con­ 
ference was one of the best submitted. 
During his pastorate Rev. Mr. Allen 
has had the cooperation of his official 
board and other committees of the 
church all of whom have worked in 
harmony for the general welfare of 
the 
church. 
lie 
has 
made 
many 
friends here who regret that he must ! 
leave Sey mour but who congratulate i 
him upon his appointment to the im­ 
portant charge to which 
he is a s­ 
signed. 
The members of the Meth­ 
odist church here assure the Wash- 


minister and the members of the local 
church feel that they were fortunate 
in having him appointed 
as their pas­ 
tor, as many of the other churches of 
the conference made an earnest effort 
to secure him. 
He has served the 
church at Vincennes with much suc­ 
cess and for the past six y ears has 
been district superintendent of the 
district. 
Rev. and Mrs. Asbury will 
move to the city at once, and occupy 
the parsonage as soon as it is vacated 
by the Rev. Mr. Allen.

L IN E M A N INJURED. 


Joseph Morris, Formerly Employed 
Here, in Accident in Kentucky. 


Joseph Morris, who was employ ed 
by the Sey mour Home Telephone Co. 
in removing their plant from this city , 
is in a critical condition at a hospital 
at Frankfort, Ky ., where he was in­ 
jured in an accident several day s ago. 
The details of the accident were re­ 
ceived this morning. 
Morris was assisting in stringing a 
line of cable and had gone to the top 
of a high pole, securing himself with 
a safety belt, to guide the cable while 
it was being pulled along the street by 
a team of horses. 
The employ e who 
was driving the team was some dis­ 
tance from the pole and failed to no­ 
tice the signal to stop which was given 
by Morris when he saw a large loop 
in the cable. 
The loop was too big to 
pass along the pole and when the team 
continued to pull on the cable the tele­ 
graph pole was broken close at the 
base, throwing the lineman to the 
ground. 
The heavy pole fell on top of 
him, striking his head, and causing a 
compound fracture of the skull. 
He 
is not ex pected to live. 
Morris worked in this city for sev­ 
eral weeks and has a number of ac­ 
q uaintances here.

J. I. Carrington, who was born east 
of Sey mour, came in from Evansville 
Monday evening for a short visit, the 
first he has made the city for over 
forty -nine y ears. 
It is needless to 
say he found little to remind him of 
the town he left so long ago and few 
persons wrho /even remembered his 
family . 
He was a son of Joseph Car- 
ington who came to this county from 
Virginia in 18 30 and farmed in vari­ 
ous parts of the county until in the 
early six ties. 
J. I. Carrington was 
born about two miles east of the city 
June 3, 18 33. 
When the war broke 
out 
the 
father’s 
sy mpathies 
were 
strongly with the Southern cause, he 
never having outgrown his strong love 
for Virginia and its sentiments. 
But 
the y oung man was loy al to the union 
and went to Louisville to enlist in a 
Kentucky regiment with several rela­ 
tives. 
He found the regiment full 
and joined the 6th Indiana Co. on 
April 1, 18 61. 
After the 6th wTas cut 
to pieces at the battle of Shiloh, he 
was transferred to the 5 4th Indiana 
and was mustered out at Meridian, 
Miss. June 6, 18 65. 
He entered the 
service as a private and was promoted 
to orderly sergeant. 
After Shiloh he 
was promoted for bravery to a cap­ 
taincy . 
During the war his parents 
moved from Jackson county , his fath­ 
er going to Tex as to claim a tract of 
12,000 acres of land which lie had in­ 
herited. 
So the son did not return 
north but drifted to Mex ico where he 
spent several y ears and accumulated 
a fortune of $20,000 in a mining ven­ 
ture. 
After leaving Mex ico he wrent 
to Colorado and the Black Hills and 
further increased his fortune in ruin- i 
ing. 
He q uit this work in 18 7 8 and 
lias since visited many countries. 
He went to California ami remained 
a y ear and then sailed for Hong Kong, 
China. 
He spent seven y ears travel­ 
ing in the Orient and through FTirope 
visiting not only the great cities but 
many out of the way places. 
He re­ 
turned to America for a time and then 
returned to Europe for another stay 
of several y ears. 
Since his last re­ 
turn he has called Evansville his 
I 
home, having a number of old army 
comrades there. 
He has never m ar­

N othing of the Sort in Its Ac tion. 


Saratoga. N. Y., Sept. 27.— On the 
ev e of the state conv ention the Repub­ 
lica n state committee had a notable 
meeting in the United States hotel 
last night. 
Chairman T. L. Woodruff 
presided, and amid profound silence 
rea d a letter 
from Vice President 
Sherman demanding an inv estigation 
by the committee of charges that his 
» electio n as chairman of the conv en­ 
tion by the committee was accom­ 
plished by means of deception and 
misrepresentation. 
“ So far as I am 
perso na lly concerned.” said Mr. Sher­ 
man's letter. "1 k now that statem ent 
to be absolutely unfounded. 
Ev en to 
do the party serv ice I am unwilling to 
serv e in the face of such a charge if 
well founded. 
I therefore ask that this 
charge 
so publicly 
made 
be. 
with 
equal directness and publicity, inv esti­ 
gated.” 
After an acrimonious debate lasting j 
Into the night. William Rarnes. jr.. of 
t he resolutions committee, introduced 
a resolution reading: 
“That it is the 
sen se of this committee that Mr. Sher­ 
man wa s selected on Aug. 16 at the 
meeting of the 
state committee in 
N ew York to be temporary chairman 
of the state conv ention, through no 
misrepresentation or deceit, and that
